To that principle I know of no general exoep- 
tions, unless in eases wken local interests may 
clash with tha interests of the empire at 
large, or in cases when scene one pro- 
do minan I class of a colonial society might be 
diapoaed to exert such powers ao as unjustly 
to depress some feebler nod defenseless claw. 
It waa on this general principle that the 
existing constitution of New South Wales 
waa founded. It la oa the same general prin- 
ciple that the proposed qualification of it may 
ba moat successfully vindicated. 

Local Bidf-gu venuncitt, if BaH iBBlai I for the 
good of the whole colony, la not less net ca- 
nary for the good of tha several diatricta for 
which it is oampoied. Far this naaoa it was 
that Parliament provided tor the erection 
throughout New South Waiee of Municipal 
Corporations, which should, in various respects, 
balance and keep In check the powers of Ike 
Legislative Council, By this method it waa 
supposed that the more remote districts would 
be able to ex excise their fair abate of power, 
and to enjoy their proper iufluerioe, in the ge- 
neral policy of the whole province \ but the re- 
anal has disappointed tail en pec tat ion. The 
Muuiolpalitiae have only a nominal existence. 
The Legislative Council has absorbed all the 
other powers of the Colonial Bute. The pais- 
dpi* of icif-government In the districts the 
meet rerooca from Sydney is therefore acted 
upon almost aa imperfectly, se if the conduct 
of local amain had rtsmaineal. under the mors 
and iaatilutwiia as those which 

it true, an chosen to rcpreeent these dltukta 
in th* legislature ; but it la shown that aueh of 
the inhabitant* of Port Phillip aa an rosily 
qualified for uaj* trust, are unable to undertake 
it at the e ap aaii of ajwsdrmiag their anai- 
dencaa and their purtulu in tha eouthem divi- 
■ion of th* colony. Thus the Pott Phillip n- 
preaantattonhaa become an unreal and illusory, 
not a aubauntial enjoyaaent of Kepresealatiyc 
Qovornment- 

The principle of local eelf-governuent (like 
every other political principle) must, when 
reduced to practice, be qualified by many other 
principlea which mint operate simultaneously 
with It, To regulate such anVin with refer- 
ence to any one Isolated rule or ma a im, would, 
of course, be an Idle and an ineffectual attempt. 
Foe example. It is naoraeary that while pro- 
riding for th. local xnanagvraent of local in- 
teresta, we ahould not ornit to provide for a 
central maiugrnent of all aueh in tercets aa 
are not local. Thus question* ao -extensive in 
their bearing with the Hniita of the empire at 
large an the appropriate province of Par lis 
scent. But then en questions which, though 
osal a* It respaeu the Brltiah pesseaaions in 
Australia oollec lively, are not narrely locai 
it respects any one of those pofscwrtona, Ci 
aidered *a memhera of the lame empire, those 
colonies have many common interests, 
regulation ol which in some 
and by soma single authority, 
to the welfare of them all. Yet In many caste 
aueh interest* may be mere promptly, sefectu 
ally, and satisfactorily decided by some autho- 
rity within Australia Itself, than by tan 
remote, the less aceesatble, aad in truth, ths 
leas competent authority of Parliament. 

Her Majesty's Government therefore hope, 
In the next Station of Parliament, to introduce 
a Bill for the division or New South Wales 
into two colonies, th* northern of which would 
retain ita present name, whila the southern 
colony would, by Her Majesty's {Teanous per- 
Vietoria. pxrmnrje 

The effect of this attention would be, to 
render inevitable some changes m lbs existing 
constitution of the northern trovrraBBSrit. 
Whan detached from the southern districts, 
the sedating system would cease, in many re- 
specie, to be appropriate an/1 applicable to its new 
condition ; and there spew, alio, to ba some 
particulars, la whieh Ik* practical operation of 
The present constitution proves that It might 
avilli advantage be revised. 

On* of tha moat material of these contain, 
plated change* ia that which involves a return 
to the old form of Colonial ConaiUutlon You 
are aware that in the older British Colonic*, 
the Legislature, aa in New South Wales, is 
generally competed partly cfnomineea of th* 
Crown, and partly of ths representatives ot 
th* people, but then It this important diffe- 
rence between tha two systems,— that in the 
one case the Legislature is divided into two 
asperate Hauss* or Cbsmbern,~lnlhe other, the 
repreaenustivaa or the people and the nominees 
of tha Crown form a single body, undo the 
title of the Legislative iWieii. It does not 
appear to ma that tha practical working or (his 
last system would, by any mean*, justify the 
cone! ui ion that it is an improvement upon thai 
which it was formerly tba practice to adopt : 
I see many nasnnt foe be 
n ancient system, by which 
every new law was submitted to the separate 
consideration of two distinct Ttnima, and rt- 
qaiind their joint consent far itt onset mem, 
was the best calculated 1 
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the i.-e.-.us rhich ahould be taken in 
order more effectually to provide for the Its. 
nitrlpal tiovemmcnt of the vanoue towns, 
counties, or other smaller division*. I hnv* 
si ready nhaerved that it was tho intention of 
PsTliiuntnt, ia mublwhiag tba nitting con- 
stitution of New South Wales, to create local 
authorities of this description, and although 
that intantion has hitherto been defeated, it 
la not the opinion of Hot Majotty'e Qorern- 
that it ought to be abandoned. The 
experience oi out own country, that of the 
British Province* In North America, and 
of th* former British Colonies 
now oonetituta th* Republic of 
tha United State*, may be aaid to have 
Doncluaively established ni-t merely ths great ad- 
vantage* of devolving the management of local 
aSkirs upon tho inhahiunt* of district* of 
moderate tiac. acting by their representatives, 
but likewise tha converse of this, and that evils 
i f a very scnoui kind mull from committing 
the exclusive inariagement of the afhurs, both 
general and local, of a whole province, to a 
central legislature, unaided and unbalanced, by 
any deacriptkxi of local oiganlaation lifoliowB 
that in revising the constitution of New South 
Wales, it will be necessary to consider what 
chaogce ought to be made in the existing law 
far the creation of murticdpaUuea in order 10 
secure to those bodies their just weight and 
especially whether, with 
that view, they may not ba made to bear to 
the House of Assembly the relation of eon- 
atituent* and representatives. 

ftomcmethod wm also be devised, for enabling 
the various legialaturn of the asvaral Aus- 
tralian colonies to co-operate with eateh other 
in the enactment of aueh laws as may L 
eieccasary for regulating the Intcrcat* common 
to those postcMiont eollectiwly -aueh fur 
example are the i mposition of duties of import 
And export, the conveyance of letters, and the 
formation of rooda, railways, or other internal 
eommitnieatioii traversing any two Or man of 
such colonic*. 

J will not attempt at th* prevent moment to 
do man than to indicate lbs general principle* 
on which it la prvrpoeed to legislate. The 
details will be ths subject of further and ef 
very attentive consideration. 

That part of th* plan which respect* the 
creation of a central authority, implies the 
establishment of the system of reprewttalive 
legislation throughout the whole of th* Aus- 
tralian colonics, laeladmg Van Ihssnsa'e Landj 
and cfouth and Western Australia ; though, in 
tha latter, it will probably be Ihnught right 
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until the colon 1*U shall be prepared to defray 
th* expense of their own Civil Government, 
without the aasMtaac* of on annuel Pariia- 
ausntary grant. 

In giving elect to these Intentlona, it will 
be my duty to take the at r salary means for 
adjuating the question respecting the 
derics of New South Wales, South 
tralia, and Western Australia, to which 8b- 
Oeorge Gippa refers, in hi* dc*p*tch uf the 
28lh April, lntd, No. 81. 

I atiall take tit* same opportunity of pro- 
posing to Parliament to adjust the questions 
of Territorial Revenue between the tare pro- 
vinces of Sew Boalk Wales and Victoria, 
to whisk But George t3tppe refer*, in his 
despatches of the 21st June, 1X4*.
